Double stabbfngs 

Two men dead following separate weekend incidents

The streets of Edmonton 
ran red over the weekend, 
after two people were 
stabbed to death within 
24 hours of each other in 
separate incidents. 

A downtown party that 
raged past the November 
sunrise turned deadly, after 
22-year-old Quentin Edward 
Lhirondelle was slain. 

The party, in an apart¬ 
ment on the third floor of 
Milan Manor at 10616 107 
St., was full of young adults 
who knew each other. 

Police and emergency 


medical staff arrived shortly 
before 8 a.m. Saturday, and 
sent a number of people to 
hospital for non-life threat¬ 
ening in- ^ m 
juries. 

Justin Mal- 
com Suther¬ 
land, 21, has 
been charged 
with second- 
degree murder. Another 
man, Jimmy Billy Crow 
Shoe, was charged with as¬ 
sault with a weapon. 

Not 24 hours later, anoth¬ 
er man in his early 20s was 
stabbed to death in front of 
a liquor store not far from 
the first murder.

and a friend were jumped 
by two people on 118 Av¬ 
enue and 124 Street. 

“I know it wasn’t 100

Though the 
store wasn’t 
open at the time of the 
deadly stabbing, the area 
was sectioned off with po¬ 
lice tape as homicide detec¬ 
tives scoured the scene for 
clues yesterday. 

“This area has been get¬ 
ting a little rougher lately,” 
Mar said, adding that vio¬ 
lence is becoming common 


on the street. “I’m surprised 
that it actually escalated to 
someone getting murdered, 
though.” 

Police are looking for two 
suspects. One is described 
as a native man, between 16 
and 20 years old, between 
five-foot-six and five-foot- 
seven inches tall, with a 
thin build. The description 
of the second man is limit¬ 
ed, only as a bit older and a 
bit taller. 

Neither incident is be¬ 
lieved to be gang-related. 

Both autopsies are ex¬ 
pected early this week. 

The two deaths mark Ed¬ 
monton’s 27th and 28th 
homicides for 2008.

trial A man convicted by a 
juiy Saturday of fatally 
shooting three people and 
wounding others in a down¬ 
town Edmonton nightclub 
in Oct. 2006 won’t learn his 
fate until early 2009.

Harper set to 
meet premiers 


A push for infrastructure 
spending and misgivings 
about Canada’s 
equalization program will 
top the agenda today 
when Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper meets 
with premiers and territo¬ 
rial leaders to discuss the 
global economic crisis. 

But don’t expect quick 
fixes to the turmoil that is 
threatening Canadian jobs 
and investments. 

That was the caution 
voiced by the Prime Minis¬

Five years ago, on Nov. 6, 
2003, my husband, Maher 
Arar, spoke publicly about 
his ordeal. I was sitting be¬ 
side him at this press con¬ 
ference, listening to him 
describe the horrible con¬ 
ditions he endured for a 
whole year in a Syrian 
prison. 

Upon his release in Oc¬ 
tober 2003, I had one idea 
on my mind: Keep my 
family together and enjoy 
one another. But with 
every passing day, I came 
to realize that our lives 
had changed forever and 
that we can never change 
by switching to a “normal 
mode” with a press of a 
button. The healing can¬ 
not happen overnight — it 
is a long and complex 
process. 

Last year, as part of this 
long process, I decided to 
write a book to speak 
about my life during the 
time my husband was in 
prison, but also to reflect

on the meaning of events 
that happened to us as a 
family. After the events of 
9/11, the world entered a 
new era, where suspi¬ 
cions, religious beliefs, 
travel, and business deal¬ 
ings can trigger a whole 
range of security proce¬ 
dures with terrible conse¬ 
quences, such as deporta¬ 
tion, imprisonment, and 
torture. 

The year Maher was in 
prison, I learned new 
things about myself, and 
also about Canada. I 


learned that in our weak¬ 
est moments, we can 
strangely find strength. I 
also learned that Canada 
is no longer the idealis¬ 
tic country I immi¬ 
grated to, where citi¬ 
zens’ rights were 
respected. I lost 
hope in many 
people but I also 
found new 
friends. 

Friends who 
did not take 
our rights 
and freedom 
for granted and 
politicians who did not 
play the games of parti¬ 
sanship, but instead 
looked far and defended 
their vision of Canada. 

Every day during that 
year I did something to 
bring justice to my hus¬ 
band and keep my faith in 
the democratic system, ei¬ 
ther write a letter to min¬ 
isters or meet with organi¬ 
zations — all this helped 
me to keep hope that 
things would eventually 



change. While I was doing 
this, I had to raise my two 
children and face the 
hardship of finding a job. 
It was mainly my role as a 
mother that kept my 
feet grounded and 
gave me 
courage to 
continue a 
battle that 
many people, in¬ 
cluding myself, 
saw as lost in ad¬ 
vance. 

But I didn’t get dis¬ 
couraged and I kept 
raising his case and 
convincing people 
around me that my hus¬ 
band Maher needed justice 
more than anything else. 
Eventually, I was heard 
and Maher came back to 
Canada. He came as a bro¬ 
ken man, changed forever, 
and we had to learn to re¬ 
discover one another.

AUTOS General Motors Corp. 
reported a quarterly loss of 
$2.5 billion US that will prompt 
more cuts, including 500 extra 
layoffs in Oshawa. The compa¬

Chrysler have been postponed. 

ECONOMY Canada added 
9,500 net new jobs in October, 


showing resilience amid the 
global financial crisis. Still, the 
jobless rate crept up to 6.2 per 
cent from 6.1 per cent in Sep¬ 
tember. 


China approved a huge 
stimulus plan yesterday 
worth nearly $600 billion 
US, part of a new global 
push by leading econo¬ 
mies for measures to 
offset an expected 
recession in many 
countries. 

China’s official Xinhua 
news agency said the 
world’s fourth-largest 
economy approved a $ 586- 
billion US government 
spending package between 
now and 2010, focused 
largely on infrastructure 
and social projects. 

In Brazil, finance minis¬ 
ters and central bank gov¬ 
ernors representing 90 per

everything we do. 

- Human societies 

have become in- 

_ creasingly com¬ 
plex, requiring ever larger- 
scale sources of continuous 
energy. Now, energy fuels 
not only our activities but 
our economies, as well. If 
we don’t choose our ener¬ 
gy sources wisely, we can 
do more 
harm than 
good. 

Non-renew¬ 
able energy 
sources such 
as fossil and 
nuclear fuels 
are not sus¬ 
tainable and 
have also 

taught us 
that techno¬ 
logical advances often 
come at great cost. These 
fuels can never be a long¬ 
term solution because they 
will run out. They also cre¬ 
ate emissions that pollute 
our air, water, and soil, 
and contribute to global 
warming or long-term ra¬ 
dioactive-waste problems. 

Renewable energy 

sources will not run out, 
and they don’t cause the 
same kinds of environmen¬ 
tal problems as non-renew¬ 
able sources. But that does¬ 
n’t mean we should adopt 
renewable energy without 
any forethought. Biofuels 
can create problems if fuel 
production comes at the ex¬ 
pense of food production. 
And wind power, if not 
properly planned and sited, 
can harm birds and bats (al¬ 
though Danish studies of 
10,000 bird kills revealed 
that almost all died in colli¬ 
sions with buildings, cars, 
and wires; only 10 were 
killed by windmills). 


Alternative energy 
sources are absolutely nec¬ 
essary. Global warming 
will kill birds and bats, as 
well as other species, in 
much greater numbers 
than wind power. We just 
need good planning to en¬ 
sure that our energy pro¬ 
duction is balanced with 
ecological concerns. And 
we need to believe in our 
ability to de¬ 
velop solu¬ 
tions. 

The mental 
attitude that 
underlies the 
way we ap¬ 
proach any 
challenge is a 
huge part of 
how well we 
deal with it, 
and it applies 
at national and global lev¬ 
els, as well. For more than 
20 years, leading scientists 
have warned us that the 
dangers of runaway global 
warming are so great that 
we cannot continue along 
the same path. Yet the re¬ 
sponse (usually led by the 
fossil-fuel industry) has 
been, “It’s junk science” or 
“It’s too expensive; it will 
destroy the economy,” or 
“It’s impossible to meet 
the reduction targets.” 
These kinds of reactions 
demoralize or paralyze so¬ 
ciety. 

Renewable-energy tech¬ 
nologies are creating em¬ 
ployment and giving 
economies a boost around 
the world. Countries like 
Denmark and Germany 
started shifting to renew¬ 
able energy sources after 
the OPEC oil embargo in 
the 1970s. Today, Denmark 
obtains 20 per cent of its 
energy from wind power 
and is aiming at 50 per 


cent by 2020. Germany ob¬ 
tains 14 per cent of its en¬ 
ergy from wind, is the ma¬ 
jor exporter of wind tech¬ 
nology, and has created 
more than 82,000 jobs in 
the wind sector, and more 
than 200,000 total renew¬ 
able-energy jobs. Wind 


power has become the 
country’s fastest-growing 
job creator over the past 
three decades. 

Even the U.S. Energy De¬ 
partment has concluded 
that wind power could be¬ 
come the source of one- 
fifth of that nation’s power 


by 2030, and other studies 
have shown that wind, so¬ 
lar, and biofuel energy 
could create five million 
U.S. jobs by 2030. 

The problem with mak¬ 
ing major inroads on the 
climate challenge is not a 
lack of solutions; it is a 


lack of will.

You know that guy who 
sits two cubicles away and 
has been coughing and 
hacking all over his 
keyboard for the last two 
days? 

First of all, he should be 
at home in bed and second, 
you should stay at least 
three feet away from him at 
all times: The flu virus 
won’t make it beyond that 
distance even in the most 
explosive sneeze. 

As flu season forces itself 
upon us once again and 
germs run rampant 
throughout poorly ventilat¬ 
ed offices, two influenza ex¬ 
perts say there are some 
simple ways to avoid con¬ 
tracting the nasty little bug. 

“Get your flu shot,” said 
Dr. Irene Armstrong, an as¬ 
sociate public health med¬ 
ical officer. 

And don’t be afraid the 
shot will make you sick, 
she said. 

“The flu shot cannot give 
you the flu; there’s no live 


virus in the vaccine.” 

Dr. Susy Hota, infectious 
diseases specialist with Uni¬ 
versity Flealth Network, 
said except for people with 
special health conditions, 
everyone should get the 
shot. 

“It protects you from get¬ 
ting sick, but it also pro¬ 
tects the people who are 
the most vulnerable around 
you from getting sick,” she 
said. 

Aside from getting the flu 
shot, there are a number of 


additional steps you can 
take to avoid contracting 
the virus said Armstrong. 

“Handwashing, hand¬ 
washing, handwashing,” 
she said emphatically. 

Wash your hands fre¬ 
quently using soap and wa¬ 
ter, scrubbing them for at 
least 15 seconds and rinsing 
well, she said. 

Then use a paper towel to 
dry them off, turn off the 
taps and turn the handle of 
any public washroom door. 

Of course, alcohol-based 


o hand sanitizers also work 
S to kill bacteria but that’s 
1 only if there’s no visible 
g dirt on your hands, she 
added. 

And remember to keep 
your hands away from your 
mouth, eyes and nose, she 
said. 

Viruses are easily trans¬ 
ferred through these mu¬ 
cous membranes. 

Hota suggests being vigi¬ 
lant about keeping your 
work surface clean. 

And if you know you are 
under the weather with ei¬ 
ther a cold or flu? 

“Don’t go to work,” said 
Armstrong. 

It’s as simple as that, she 
said; you’re not doing any¬ 
one any favours by drag¬ 
ging your virus-riddled 
body to the office where 
the flu can spread like wild¬ 
fire among your colleagues. 

During recovery period, 
which Armstrong said can 
last anywhere from two to 
seven days, be sure to drink 
lots of fluids, get plenty of 
rest and stay away from 
others — especially those 
with compromised im-

old boy said to Bryan 
Steinnagel. 

“We’ve been waiting for 
someone to ask for this!” 
Steinnagel replied. The 37- 
year-old prosthetist from 


Bloorview Kids Rehab in 
Toronto and his team of 
technicians got to work 
making the boy an artifi¬ 
cial leg that integrated his 
music player and let him 
plug his headphones in at 
the hip. 

Most of the time, clients 
just need a plain leg. Some 
were born without one, or 
they’ve lost a limb be¬ 
cause of an accident or 
cancer. Steinnagel meets 
with them and their fami¬ 
lies to talk about their 
lifestyle and hobbies. He 
then takes a plaster cast of 
their remaining limb — to 
get the fit right — and 
sketches out the rest of 
the leg. 

Using fibreglass, plastic

resin and other materials, 
the team creates some 
parts of the leg, and or¬ 
ders others (knee joints 
and feet are particularly 
hard to make). 

Clients test the leg for 
two weeks, then Stein¬ 
nagel makes modifica¬ 
tions and uses foam core 
and fibreglass to hide all 
the connecting parts and 
“make it pretty.” For 
some, that means dressing 
it up with crazy fabric or 
flame decals. 


The process takes just 
over a month, and costs 
between $10,000 and

$50,000, some of which is 
covered. 

Steinnagel first heard of 
this career when he met a 
prosthetist at a job fair in 
university. Born in Hamil¬ 
ton as the son of a carpen¬ 
ter, he got into art in high 
school and studied physi¬ 
cal education in universi¬ 
ty. The prosthetist told 
him the profession inte¬ 
grated tools, creativity 
and knowledge of the 
human body. He had 
experience with all 
three. “I can do 
that,” he thought. 

In Canada, 
there are just 
three schools that 
train prosthetists 
and orthotists (who 
make braces and 
splints) and the pro¬ 
gram at Toronto’s 
George Brown College 
accepts only eight stu¬ 
dents a year. It took 
Steinnagel three tries 
to get in.

Balsamic Veal 
Escalopes 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) cherry tomatoes 

1 tbsp (15 mL) olive oil 
4 veal escalopes 

2 oz (60 g) butter 

2 tbsp (25 mL) balsamic 
vinegar 

2 tbsp (25 mL) snipped fresh 
chives 

METHOD: 

1 . Preheat oven to 350 °F 
(i 8 o°C). Toss tomatoes in oil, 
then place in a roasting pan 
and bake for 12-15 minutes. 

2 . Meanwhile, lay out veal 
pieces between two sheets of 
plastic wrap. Using a meat mal¬ 
let or heavy rolling pin, pound 
veal to flatten it. 

3 . Heat butter in a frying pan 
until it starts to foam, add veal 
and cook over a moderate heat 
for 2 minutes on each side, or 
until tender. Remove from the 


pan and set aside in a warm 
place. 

4 . Pour balsamic vinegar into 
the pan with buttery juices. 
Stir, then bring to boil. Cook 
sauce over a high heat for 5 
minutes, or until sauce has re¬ 
duced by half. 

5 . Return veal to the pan 
briefly to reheat, then sprinkle 
with chives before serving 
with cherry tomatoes.
